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County Council Paves Way 
For Cable TV Franchises 

The county council on November 18 passed a bill to authorize 
the county to issue the first cable television (CATV) franchises 
in Prince Georges county. The bill will create a five-member 
commission to regulate the systems. 


The commission will be required 
to map out at least two franchise 
territories of equal economic value 
in the county and, after extensive 
investigation and public hearings, 
to recommend to the council a cor¬ 
poration or partnership to be a 
warded exclusive operating rights. 
The council must approve the fran¬ 
chise territories as well as the 
final franchise company. 

The commission is to be composed 
of a certified public accountant, a 
member of the Maryland Bar As¬ 
sociation, one individual versed in 
the CATV field, a representative of 
the county Municipal League and 
a public member. 

Disclosure Required 

Applicants for a CATV franchise 
must provide a financial disclosure 
statement that identifies all stock¬ 
holders. Each application is to be 
accompanied by a $2,000 non re¬ 
fundable fee. The applicant gran¬ 
ted a franchise then must pay a 
non refundable $20,000 fee to offset 
administrative costs and later pay 
5% of the income to pay for county 
servicers. Also, during initial op¬ 
erations, a $100,000 bond must be 
posted by the cable company. 

Once approved by the county 
council and the Federal Communi¬ 
cations Commission, the franchise 
will be granted for 15 years, al¬ 
though it is renewable following 
a public hearing held at least 18 
months before the expiration date. 

At the last minute, the bill was 
amended to include a provision that 
allows CATV revenues to be dis¬ 
tributed among the municipal gov¬ 
ernments participating in the 
county system. A municipality may 
try to negotiate with a cable op¬ 
erator already selected by the 
county. 

Municipalities are also assured 
that they will be given adequate no¬ 
tice of any franchise hearing or 
actions that will affect them. 

CATV functions somewhat like 
telephones. The accepted company 
will solicit subscribers and install 
cable hookups to the televisions of 
subscribing citizens. 

Subscriber Rates 

According to the bill, county resi¬ 
dents would be able to subscribe 
to the CATV service for $8 a month 
for the first outlet and between $1 
and $3 a month for each additional 
outlet in their , home. The installa¬ 
tion cost is expected to range be¬ 
tween $10 and $25. 

It is expected that it will take 
about two years before any fran 
chises are awarded and longer be¬ 
fore CATV actually will be operat- 
ing in county homes. The initial 
system is expected to operate on 
20 channels with a capacity to ex¬ 
pand to 36. 

The system is designed to be at 
least self-supporting and to provide 
a wide range of programming, in¬ 
cluding cultural and educational 
programs not available on commer 
cial television. Channels also will 
be available to be used specifically 
by government agencies such as 
fire departments, public schools, 
police, and libraries as another way 
to keep in touch with the communi¬ 
ty. 

According to the bill, when the 
cable system has reached 3,500 sub¬ 
scribers, the franchise must con¬ 
tain a studio capable of produHn*r 
Jiv^ c:* recorded programming 
CATV also has the capability of 
tve—way broadcasting people 

will be able to talk back to their 
televisions eventually. 


Currently there are a number of 
companies that have expressed in¬ 
terest in rceiving a franchise. They 
are Prince Georges Community Ca¬ 
ble Communications, the John Han¬ 
son Services Corp., and the Keith 
Clearwater Association. 

Supporters of CATV say the sys¬ 
tem would permit citizens to mon¬ 
itor public hearings, participate in 
opinion polling, and have access to 
consumer protection data. It would 
also permit communities and mi¬ 
norities to participate in the de¬ 
velopment of local community in¬ 
terest programs. 

Flu Clinic For All Ages 

The largest influenza clinic to 
be held in the Washington Metro¬ 
politan area is set for children, 
young adults and adults Sun., Dec. 
12, from 10 a.m. to 7 p m., at Prince 
Georges Community College in Lar¬ 
go. 

The average adult will receive 
the monovalent (swine) vaccine. 
The bivalent vaccine which protects 
against both the swine flu and the 
A/Victoria strain will be given to 
those who are 55 and over, or who 
have heart, lung or kidney prob¬ 
lems; diabetes, neuro-muscular dis¬ 
orders. or malignancies. 

Young adults—those between the 
ages of 18 and 25—should receive 
two shots according to the Ameri¬ 
can Academy of Pediatrics. The 
December 12 clinic will have special 
lines giving second shots for young 
adult* who received their first vac¬ 
cination on or before November 
14. 

It is also recommended that 
healthy youngsters—not just those 
with serious health problems 
should be given a series of two 
swine flu shots to be administered 
one month apart. At the December 
12 clinic, there will be a special 
area set aside for immunizing per¬ 
sons 3 to 18 years of age. As 
with adults, youngsters who have 
special health problems will receive 
the bivalent vaccine. 

All persons under 18 must be 
accompanied by a parent or guar 
dian who can give legal consent for 
the shot to be administered. 

The Influenza Vaccination Cam¬ 
paign is being conducted by the 
Prince George's County Health De¬ 
partment w : th volunteer assistance 
from the American Rod Cross, the 
County Medical Society, and the 
citizens advisory committees of the 
Bowie Health Center, the Greater 
Laurel Hospital Center and the 
Southern Maryland Hospital Cen¬ 
ter.

Animal Control Ordinance 
Lots of Bark, But No Bite

With other more pressing issues to consider, the control of 
domestic animals is not a subject designed to excite most people. 
So, unless it’s your child that is bitten, or your lawn that is 
regularly disturbed by other people’s pets, or your animal that is 


attacked, most people just don’t 

What happens if someone thinks 
that it is their problem ? In 
Greenbelt, and perhaps elsewhere, 
not much. Greenbelt does have 
an animal ordinance, passed in 
1971. Theoretically, its provisions 
should provide the means for mak¬ 
ings owners keep their pets under 
control. The rules are certainly 
clear. 

According to the ordinance, all 
pets must be licensed (both cats 
and dogs). Dogs, cats and other 
animal pets must be kept on the 
premises of their owners. Owners 
are required to keep their pets 
from becoming a public nuisance. 
In other words, owners must not 
allow their pets to disturb others 
by making excessive noise, bother¬ 
ing people, chasing cars, attacking 
other animals, etc. 

Enforcement turns out to be ano¬ 
ther matter. As in many cases 
where the issue is not a matter f 
extreme urgency, officials are slow 
to respond with decisive action, 
overlapping jurisdiction in some 
areas between city, county and 
state further confuses the issue, 
and public apathy regarding the 
issue means that most people don’t 
want to become involved with ef 
forts to solve a problem. 
Wandering Animals 

Suppose, for example, a dog reg¬ 
ularly disturbs your trash and scat¬ 
ters it about your yard. Clearly, 
the dog is a nuisance. You call 
the Greenbelt police to complain. 
Your call is one of hundreds of 
similar calls the department re¬ 
ceives each year. They will look 
into your complaint and yes, It is 
a violation of the ordinance. 

What do they actually do? For 
a serious offense — if someone 
were bitten — an officer would be 
sent to investigate. 

In this case, it’s more likely that 
Green belt’s part-time animal war¬ 
den, Joan McFarland, would be 
sent to look for the animal. She 
may or may not find the one that 
is bothering you. If she finds it 
and it is licensed, finding the own¬ 
er is easy. However, the chances 
of the dog’s being licensed are not 
good. According to the police de¬ 
partment. most dogs picked up are 
not licensed, even though buying 
a Greenbelt city license for a pet 
doesn’t cost much. 

Licenses 

City licenses cost $2 and are good 
f*’om August 1 to August 1 of the 
following year. However, dogs also 
must have a county license which 
costs $4. Whether a Greenbelt an¬ 
imal really needs to have two li¬ 
censes is another matter. Logically, 
one or the other should be suffic¬ 
ient. But which one? The countv 
says animals must have a license 
and it doesn’t care if animals have 
a city license or not. However, the 
city says anire^i^ should have its 
license too. The general opinion 
seems to be that only a court case 
could decide the. issue. 

Penalties 

Suppose the animal warden finds 
a licensed dog that is wandering 
loos^ and disturbing people. She, of 
course, takes him back to the 
owner and explains that the ani¬ 
mal should be confined to his pre¬ 
mises and be kept under control. 
At th ; s point, most owners, we as¬ 
sume, would comply. 

If she finds an unlicensed dog, 
she still tries to find the owner. 
If she can, but the dog has been 
impounded, then the owner must 
pay $5 to get the dog back and get 
him licensed as well. If the dog is 
still allowed to wander loose and 
someone else complains, the police 
department writes a letter telling 
the owner to take care of his ani ¬ 
mal. Sometimes that works. 

If she cannot find the owner the 
animal is put in the Greenbelt 
pound for three days. If the owner 
still cannot be found, the animal 
is turned over to the county to 
put to sleep. 

For more serious violations, 
the animal ordinance calls for se¬ 
vere penalties. If a pet owner

ger may revoke this animal’s per¬ 
mit. If the permit is revoked, 
then the owner must, according to 
the ordinance, within ten days dis¬ 
pose of the animal and “no part of 
the permit fee shall be refunded.” 
Pretty heavy stuff, we agree. How¬ 
ever, no one can recall the city 
manager’s actually revoking any 
animal’s permit. 

Court Cases 

Another section of the animal 
ordinance states that "every per¬ 
son convicted of a violation of this 
ordinance shall be punished by a 
fine of not more than One Thou¬ 
sand Dollars ($1,000), or by im¬ 
prisonment for not more than 
thirty (30) days, or by both such 
fine and improsonment” Clearly 
this section is the real “bite” in 
the ordinance. 

However, to institute penalties 
like this the case must go to a 
State court. In order for a case to 
get into court, a police office must 
go to Hyattsville to get a sum¬ 
mons ordering the pet owner ac¬ 
cused of disobeying the ordinance 
to appear in court. The court then 
hears the case and hands down its 
decision, setting a penalty if neces¬ 
sary. 

Some cases involving pet owners 
have been heard in court. How¬ 
ever, the procedure is time con¬ 
suming, and the court is reluctant 
to take animal cases, preferring to 
leave the docket open for more 
pressing cases. 

County Aid 

The county can help with animal 
problems if the owners are violat¬ 
ing provisions of the county’s ani¬ 
mal control ordinance. Employees 
of the county animal shelter will 
come into Greenbelt to pick up 
animals if someone calls them. 
They say that if they are called by 
noon, they will be in the city the 
same day. 

Another alternative is an ap¬ 
peal to the county’s Animal Con¬ 
trol Commission located in Upper 
Marlboro. They must receive a 
written complaint. In return, they 
will write a note to the owner of 
the animal. If there is a .second 
complaint involving the same ani ¬ 
mal, the owner and the person 
who complained are summoned to 
testify before the commission. At 
this point, the commission will de¬ 
cide if the owner should be al-. 
lowed to keep the animal or if the 
county should take the animal 
and put it to sleep. 

To remove an animal nuisance 
from the streets, or to make his 
owner do so, takes persistance and 
a great deal of patience. The City 
of Greenbelt can only do so much 
to helo. Essentially, it can work 
to enlist the cooperation of citizens 
in seemg that the various provis¬ 
ions of the animal ordinance arc 
obeyed. This method, of course is 
the most desirable way to attain 
the goal. 

However, in cases where no co¬ 
operation is forthcoming, citizens 
must go beyond the city. Tf they 
know W’hat to do, if they are wil¬ 
ling to take the time to make a 
charge and stick with it, then the.v 
can get results. To get such action 
on the city level would probably 
require some changes in the pre¬ 
sent animal ordinance and per- 
hans more money spent on con¬ 
trolling animals. Changes along 
these lines would, of course, re¬ 
quire the interest and support of 
the public those who own peta. 
those who wish other people didn't, 
and those in the middle.

Changing Greenbelt's Face 

T« the Editor: 

It took the city manager two 
pages and the News Review a col¬ 
umn and a half to discredit my pe¬ 
tition on curb and gutter instal¬ 
lation. Til try to defend it in a 
few short sentences. 

Basically, I think I had my an 
swer from the councilmen the 
same night I presented the peti¬ 
tion. 

I suggested, that if the council- 
men were as interested in preserv¬ 
ing the historic and aesthetic unity 
of the original Greenbelt project 
as they were in having a useful 
curb installation, then they would 
delay current operations pending a 
study to change the specifications. 
Their answer was to put off my 
question for four weeks, to the end 
of the contract season. 

The citv manager argues to in¬ 
stall step curbing. He says that 
individual householders in GHI 
have blocked swales passing 
through their own vards. and the 
citv is therefore justified in discard¬ 
ing the runoff drainage system 
wholesale. He is not concerned 
with backing up runoff into com¬ 
mons and residents’ yards, and 
leaving it standing in pools. ONE 
PLANNED FEATURE GONE 

The New Deal planners adented 
what the citv manager labels a 
“rural cross section” (roadwav pro¬ 
file) to suburban use in Greenbelt 
by paving designated shoulders for 
onstreet parking. Installing the new 
curbs and repaving wipe-? out all 
traces- of this simple solution to a 
grriwmg oroblem. 

TWO PLANNED FEATURES 
GONE. 

The manager notes that cars ro- 
peatedlv run off the naving to plow 
ruts and leave puddles. 

Today’s cars are usually conced¬ 
ed to have a longer turn radius 
than tfyeir ‘thirties forerunners. 
Today’s driver has trouble negotia¬ 
ting sharp corners that were ade¬ 
quate when new, and can hardly 
avoid running off the paving. 

But the new curbing does not 
change the old, tight-radius cor¬ 
ners. Mobile residents now can 
experience bruised tires and dented 
rims instead of leaving the pave¬ 
ment. ONE PLANNING MIS¬ 
TAKE: AGGRAVATED. 

The city manager has trouble with 
my distinctions among types of 
curbing; yet even in the North End 
there are examples of completely 
flush curbing only a few inches 
wide. These serve the simple pur¬ 
pose of preventing edge deteriora¬ 
tion in the paving they restrain. 

I still wonder if we are being ask¬ 
ed to buy curbing simply to make 
our town streets look “urban”, and 
not for any useful purpose.

The Rev. Matthew P. Thekae- 
kara, S.J., 62, a priest, physicist and 
inventor who successfully inter¬ 
wove the disciplines of theology 
and science, died November 25 at 
Princo Georges County Doctor’s 
Hospital after a stroke. 

A resident of Greenbelt until re¬ 
cently, he- had been a research phy¬ 
sicist at the Goddard Space Flight 
Center of the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration in Green- 
belt since 1964. 

Father Thekaekara invented the 
mercury pool, as a precision tool of 
the alignment of instruments for 
orbiting observations in 1964, and 
the cone radiometer the following 
year. 

His most important contribution 
to space exploration was consider¬ 
ed to be his recalculation of the 
solar constant the measurable 
amount of lifegiving energy, that 
travels from the sun to the earth. 

Father Thekaekara was born in 
Changanacheri, India. He studied 
as a Jesuit novice at Sacred Heart 
College in India. After taking his 
minor religious vows, he earned 
bachelor’s and master’s degrees in 
mathematics and physics from Ma¬ 
dras University. 

He was ordained a priest in the 
Society of Jesus in 1946. By that 
time, he had become a prolific 
writer of articles for religious mag¬ 
azines and other publications. 

He was a resident priest of the 
Ascension Church in Halcthorpe, 
Md., from 1964 to 1970, and was as¬ 
sociated with St. Hugh’s Church 
in Greenbelt at the time of his 
death. \ 

Father Thekaekara had received 
numerous awards from NASA and 
other organizations. 

Of his dual careers, he once said: 

“Man’s searching mind is the 
same and God is the author of all 
truth. A scientist who is all sci¬ 
ence is hardly human. And the 
priest is not to be confined to the 
sacristy and sanctuary, less so to¬ 
day than ever before.” 

At services on November 29 at 
St. Hugh’s, Bishop Thomas Lyons, 
Auxiliary Bishop of Washington, 
D.C. presided at the Mass with 
Msgr. William F. O’Donnell presid¬ 
ing as the chief celebrant. 

Father Thekaekara lived at 6007 
Adrian St. in New Carrollton. 

He is survived by a brother, 
George, of the home; his father, 
Pothen Chaeke Thekaekara, and a 
sister, both of India.

Christmas Stamps 

Two 1976 Christinas stamps, fea¬ 
turing an 1855 Nathaniel Currier 
print and a Madonna with Child 
painting, executed two hundred 
years ago, went on sale October 
27 at the Greenbelt Post Office, 
Postmaster Emory A. Harman said 
today. 

“Winter Pastime,” the Currier 
lithograph was placed on sale two 
years before Currier teamed 
with Hames Ives and went on to 
fame as Currier and Ives. This is 
the second Currier lithograph to be 
reproduced on a U.S. Christmas 
stamp. Currier’s “The Road-Win¬ 
ter” was used in 1974. 

John Singleton Copley’s painting, 
“Nativity,” was completed in 1776 
in London although Copley was 
born in Boston. He is best known 
for his portraits of distinguished 
Bostonians and English noblemen. 

The Madonna and Child is one 
of his few religious works. Copley 
painted the Virgin in a long white 
dress which reflects the taste of the 
18th century. The original paint¬ 
ing hangs in Boston’s Museum of 
Fine Arts.

City Council To Consider 
Land-Replacement Reports 

At its next meeting on Monday, 
December 6, council will take up 
two advisory reports dealing with 
land acquisition as replacement for 
the open-space being given over 
to the elderly housing project. Mort¬ 
gage funds from the latter project 
amounting perhaps to $91,000 will 
be used to finance the purchase of 
replacement land. 

The Advisory Planning Board 
narrowed the choice as follows: 

(1) land in parcel 2 between 
Gardenway, the Baltimore-Wash- 
ington Parkway, and -the Ridge 
Road Center. Preferred if major 
concern is to have an essentially 
passive recreation area. 

(2) acreage previously designated 
on Hamilton Place or adjacent to 
the' old sanitary landfill. Preferred 
if highest priority is more active 
recreation use such as ballficlds. 

(3) Portion of funds applied to 
land designated for purchase in 
parcel 1. 

The Park and Recreation Ad¬ 
visory Board gave the highest pri¬ 
ority to purchase of Hamilton Place 
site as a means of acquiring multi¬ 
purpose ballfields as quickly as 
possible, because it does not const 
der the landfill site as suitable for 
active recreation because of its iso¬ 
lated location. It also suggested 
that some portion of the funds be 
used to make up the difference re¬ 
quired for the purchase of parcel 1. 

Metal Detectors 

The council will also take up a 
PRAB report on use of metal detec¬ 
tors in city parks. PRAB recom¬ 
mended that metal detectors not 
be permitted in city parks except 
for educational, scientific, and/or 
historic research conducted by or 
ganized groups approved by the 
city. It suggested that the search, 
be conducted under specific rules 
of control established by the city 
and that any uncovered valuable 
relics should become the property 
of -the city.

Hughes said that the program 
presently includes no new primary 
or secondary highway projects with 
few exceptions. The emphasis will 
be shifted from costly new con¬ 
struction to low-capital improve¬ 
ments.
